Even though Lake county has 
$123,352 from the gasoline tax to its 
credit In tho state treasury, tho road 
and bridge committee of the county 
board of supervisors does not Intend 
to outline a definite program of ex- 
penditures until the matter can bo 
taken before the March session of 
the county 'board, it was announced 
this week by R. M. Lobdell, county 
superintendent of highways. 

Bond Issue Considered 
Possibility of a bond lasuo to com- 
plete tho secondary road system, 
which would place every homo In the 
county not more than a' mile and a 
half from a concreto Toad has been 
considered by the members of the 
board for almost a year. This project 
would be financed by funds secured 
from the gasollno tax. 

The amount of money needed to 
complete such a program would not 
be less than $1,000,000 and not more 
that $1,250,000, according to tho road 
superintendent. 

Due to the fact that they believe it 
would not Involve the payment of ad- 
ditional taxes, since the gas tax would 
cover both principal and interest, 
some of the members of the board 
have taken tho stand thnt such a 
bond issue would carry. 

The advantages of making the ex- 
penditures through a bond Issue In 
the space of two or possibly three 
years at tho most would allow larger 
contracts which would result in moro 
miles of paving than ton or twenty 
small contracts that would result 
from the disbursing of gas tax money 
as It arrived, it was argued. 



Failure on the part of a Wisconsin

Lakes Laundry has been Bold in Wis- 
conin or elsewhere," Geo. E. Orr ex- 
plained. "Thus far the project Is 
merely a co-partnership, which plan 
makos every one who Invests a 
partner with every other lnvester 
and Clarence D. Foth, attorney-in- 
fact. No stock can be sold until after 
the company Is Incorporated and 
there Is a stock Issue. Pre-organlza- 
Hon work of this kind Is lawful and 
the charges of our selling 'stock' n 
Wisconsin Is without foundation in 

fact." 

Wisconsin legal counsel, after mak- 
ing an Investigation, have declared 
the charge against the men will not 
stand. The hearing has been set for 
March 17. at Elkhorn, Wis. 
Work Not Interrupted 
Meanwhile, the building commlt- 
inittee, unperturbed by the attitude 
of Wisconsin authorities, are continu- 
ing with the completion of the laun- 
dry. Today, ..three additional , con- 
tracts are to be let. Including paint- 
ing and enameling, sewer, sub-con- 
crete floor and the dry cleaning room. 
\ water pump Is to bo purchased 
todav or tomorrow and additional 
contracts for other work are to be 
lot within the next few days. 

Funds to pay for everything are 
deposited In a local bank In cscrow.- 
TJpon tho completion of the financ- 
ing of the project the company will 
be Incorporated under the laws of Illi- 
nois and shares of stock will bo is- 
sued to air co-partnors who have pur- 
chased an Interest In the business on 
a pre-organlzatlon basis.

"Within the next month or two, the 
new five-cent nlr mall stamps, which 
were recently issued at the postoffice 
department In Washington, will make 
their Initial appearance in Antloch, 
according to Miss Lottie Jones, local 
postmaster. 

Printed in Purple 
The new stamp is the same shape 
and size as the current 10. 15, and 20 
cent air-mail stamps and Is printed in 
purple. Tho central design Is a repro- 
J Auction of the insignia of an air 
mail pilot, a globe with extended 
j wings on either side, with a back- 
ground of rays of light. 

Upon the globe are the words "U. 
S. Air mall". In a horizontal panel 
across the top of the stamp are the 
words "United States Postage" in 
white Roman letters and at the hot* 
torn In an ornate panel Is the word 
"Cents". The white numeral "5" ap- 
pears within circles in both lower 

corners. 

On Sale at Philatelic Agency 
For the benefit of stamp collectors 
the stamp has been placed on sale at 
the philatelic agency, division of 
stamps, post office department, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Stamp collectors desir- 
ing cancellations of the new five-cent 
air mail stamp may send a limited 
number of addressed envelopes, not 
to exceed 25, to the postmaster at 
Washington, D. C. with a remittance 
to cover the value of tho stamps re- 
quired for affixing to the covers.

McHenry. Boone and Winnebago 
counties to Judges' E. D. Shurtleff 
and Arthur E. Fisher. With the con- 
slant Increase in court work in these 
counties, especially in Lake and 
Winnebago, it has been mentioned 
several times of late of securing an- 
other circuit judge to help out in- 
stead of dropping one of the present 

three. 

Successor Uncertain 

The matter of nettling on a suc- 
cessor for Judge Edwards has not 
reached the point of official discus- 
sion ns far as the bar association 

goes. 

Individuals have discussed possi- 
bilities several times but there Is a 
decided feeling of uncertainty as to 
whom the next judge will be.

You may 
plan a day's meal that would be 
tempting on a warm day and the day, 
may ' turn out to bo cold, wet and 
warni-day meals may bo qulto Inade- 
quate. 

So when you aro planning your 
meals, plan them so that they can bo 
adopted to either warm or cold days. 
You can, for Instance, have pota- 
toes ready for potato salad with 
canned salmon or sardines, for lunch- 
eon. If tho day Is chilly, mix tho 
potatoes with white sauce Instead of 
mayonnaise, and heat them thorough- 
ly. Nothing is more warming than 
creamed potatoos if thoy are good 
and hot. You can then servo lettuce 
separately, to give the desired raw 
green to the meal. 

Or for dessert. If the day turns 
out warmer than you expected It to 
be, and you have listed a steamed 
fruit pudding, servo Instead fresh or 
stewed fruit with crackers or cook- 
ies. 

You can always add to the sub- 
stantiality of luncheon and make it 
more comforting for a cold day by 
adding hot chocolate made with milk. 
You can use cooked cereal on cold 
mornings and prepured cereal on 
those mornings when It la warmer. 
You can serve hot toast Instead of 
bread and butter to make breakfast 
more suitable for cold days. 

Another way to add to the heat of 
the meal Is to prepare some such 
simple and easily prepared dish as 
boiled rice. For luncheon served 
with honey or hard sauce or stewed 
fruit for dessert, It Is always delicious 
and makes a slender meal seem sub- 
stantial as well as warmer.

A corn combine that will cut the 
standing corn stalks, husks, shell, 
clenn and bin the corn in the Hold at 
one operation was recently announc- 
ed by Mr. S. II; Halo. President of 
(lloancr Combine Harvester Corpora- 
tlon. Independence Missouri, accord- 
ing to a news Horn appearing In tho 
Kansas City Star. Tho new corn 
combine is built along tho lines of 
the wheat combine, tho machine that 
his been such a factor In revolution- 
izing tho wheat industry, according 
to tho announcement. Mr. Halo did 
not go into details as to tho construc- 
tion of tho new combine other than

TN THE Isolated Indian pueblos of 
S New Mexico and Arizona during 
I the past six years scientists Have 
been gathering data that have 
been rnado It possible for them to 
write one of the most fascinating de- 
tective stories of science that has been 
unfolded since scholars deciphered the 
famous Kosettn Stone of Egypt, rno 
work, carried on by Nell M. Judd and 
Dr. Andrew E. Douglass under the 
auspices of the National Geographic 
society, has Involved the collection 
of thousands of samples of wood of 
living trees and of beams from ruined 
Indian villages so that the tree "nes— 
••the fingerprints of tlme"-eould be 
studied and cdmpnred. As n result of 
this work a unique tree-ring calendar 
has been constructed which extends 
known dates In the New World back- 
to a time more than eight centuries 
before the arrival of the Spaniards 
In whnt Is now southwestern United 

States. , , . '. 

By translating the story told by the 
tree rings laid down during the past 
twelve nnd a quarter centuries the

us the climatic story of the Southwest 



with amazing accuracy. 

When a real theory of climate has 
been developed nnd, we can predict 
drought and flood over a period or 
years, this Arizona story In tree rings 
will hnve played a creditable part in 
developing that climatic foresight 
which is perhaps the most valuable 
economic advantage yet lying beyond 
our rcuch. 

Reading the Records. 
The method used In extending the 
historical calendar of the Southwest 
Is the outcome of a long attempt to 
read the diaries of trees. Every year 
the trees In our forests show the swing 
of Time's pendulum nnd put down a 
mark. They are chronographs, record- 
ing clocks, by which the succeeding 
seasons arc set down through definite 
Imprints. Every yenr each pine adds 
a layer of new wood over Its entire 
living surface of trunk nnd branches. 
If every yenr were exactly the same, 
growth rings would tell the nge of, the 
tree and little more. Only in rare 
cases would they record exceptional 
events of any Interest to us. But a 
tree Is not n mechanical robot ; It Is a

than If human hands had written down 
the major events as they occurred. 

It is now possible definitely to an- 
nounce the Important dates In the his- 
tory of Pueblo Bonlto, oldest and 
largest of tho great Indian commun- 
ities, in Chnco Canyon, New Mexico, 
excavated and partially reconstructed 
by the National Geographic society. 

Furthermore, It Is possible now to 
date nearly forty prehistoric ruins In 
the Southwest and reconstruct there 
a succession of major events through 
which Indian -settlements rose, passed 
their heyday, and disappeared. 

Just as flic far-famed Rosetta Stone 
provided the key to tho written mys- 
teries of ancient Egypt, so the collec- 
tion of an unbroken scries of tree 
rings has made clear the chronology or 
the Southwest. 

Through this work we have learned 
of some outstanding events In America 
which were contemporaneous with the 
conquest of Spain by the Moors, and 
we know that certain Tueblo Indian 
settlements were enjoying their golden 
ages when William tho Conqueror 
faced Harold the Saxon at the Battle 
of Hastings. 

These researches have carried tno 
calendar back to A. D. 700 In the 
Southwest, nnd they have provided 
the beginnings of a continuous weath- 
er chart for 1,200 years. 

Tree Rings Tell Much. 
Many a prehistoric Jewelhus been 
given to tho flames unwittingly be- 
cause no one knew tho Importance of 
tree rings In recording tho passage of 
years. Where fuel was scarce, frag- 
ments of precious timbers at many nn 
ancient ruin in the American South- 
west have been used ns firewood by 
the sheep-herder, prospector, and even 
archeotoglst. They were scraps of 
wood, nothing more. Tho Bible story 
of tho stone which tho builders re- 
jected, but which became the head 
stono of the corner, has .found a coun- 
terpart in the wood that tho modern 
searcher overlooked, for It has be- 
come n key to prehistoric chronology. 
{Through long-past ages and with un- 
broken regularity, trees have jotted 
down n record at tho closo of each 
fading year— a memorandum ns to how 
they passed tho time; whether en- 
riched by added rainfall or injured by 
lightning nnd Arc. By learning how to -j 
rend theso records— specifically those 
of tho pines— wo hnve discovered a 
magic key to open mysterious books 
and Interpret the meaning of their 

writings. a 

In favorable regions, rings In trees 
may bo Identified, each ono in Its ap- 
propriate year, and traced back till we 
get to the utmost reach of living trees, 
and then beams from ancient ruins 
and burled. logs carry the story back 
.for many more centuries. 

Thus these tree records have pro- 
vided us with an American . calendar 
reaching beyond the rise of Charles 
Martel or the Mohammedan Invasion 
* of India! Somo of these trees woro cut 
a thousand years ago. From them we 
have learned. tho exact building dates 
of major ruins of tho southwestern 
United Stntes as definitely as we have 
been able to fix tho dates of Old World 
monuments of the ancients whose rec- 
ords are inscribed on stone. 

Seen from ono angle, the assembling 
of these tree-ring samples pushes bnck 
tho bounds of history In our Southwest 
nnd gives us human activities— even 
tragedies— among tho native Inhabi- 
tants for tiundrods of years. From an* 
other angle this history in trees tells 



adventures through life all enter 
Its diary. A flnsh of lightning, n forest, 
tire, Insect pests or a fnlllng neighbor 
may mnko strong Impressions on its 
life nnd go Into Its diary. 

But in the arid regions of our South- 
west, where trees nre few and other 
vegetation scarce, the most Important 
thing to mnn nnd trees Is .rainfall. So, 
In tho rings of the talkative -pines we 
And lean years and fat years recorded. 
Tho same succession of drought. nnd 
plenty appears throughout the forest. 
This fact helped vastly In tho dntlng 
work, for certain sequences of years 
become easily recognized from tree 
to tree, county to county, even from 
state to state. 

The development of this tree-ring 
study presents nn. example of how n 
scientific research starting with n defi- 
nite Idea may lead Into unforeseen 
channels. Originally Doctor Doug ass 
work was n study of sun spots. It is 
known that there Is a periodicity In 
their occurrence; they nre most num- 
erous at intervals of eleven years. As 
nn nld In that astronomical Investiga- 
tion, he studied trees, for solar 
changes affect our weather, and weath- 
er In turn affects the trees In Arizona s 
dry climate, as elsewhere. 

Sun Spots and Tree Rings. 
The study of sun spots and their In- 
fluence upon weather and the conse- 
quent effect, upon vegetation ns re- 
corded by tree rings progressed most 
successfully. The first confirmation ol 
the general Interpretation of a re- 
lationship between tree rings nnd sun- 
spot periods came In a dramatic way. 
Evidence of the eleven-year sun- 
spot cycle had- been easily found In 
Arizona pine trees. The regularly re- 
curring periods had been recorded 
for 000 -years by tree rings, except 
for the interval froro'lOSO-lTSfc During 
that, 75 years tho tree rings gave no 
evidence of periodical changes In tho 
weather such as were to be expected. 
Several years after this puzzling 
fact had been encountered the Into 
Dr. B. Walter Maunder, nn eminent 
English astronomer, unaware of the 
findings, wrote to Doctor Douglass 
that-he had discovered that there were 
no sun spots between 1045 nnd 1715. 
nnd that if the tree rings did not In- 
dicate -some effect of this absence of 
sun spots, the work was being conduc- 
ted on ah erroneous hypothesis. 

Tho coincidence between tho failure 
of Arizona trees to register any sun- 
spot effect upon the weather during 
those yeurs, and establishment of tho 
fact, by entirely independent • study, 
that tho customary sun-spot cycle did 
not occur during approximately tho 
samo period of years helped confirm 
the relationship between the growth 
of trees and solar changes. 

Specifically, tho tree-ring calendar, 
as finally worked out, told these things 
about Pueblo Bonlto, the ruin whoso 
date problem brought nbout tho Blx 
years' search; Its earliest' recovered 
beam was cut In A. D. 010 from a tree 
that was 210 years old when cut; and 
Pueblo Bonlto reached Its golden ago 
In 1007 und was still occupied In 1127. 
Not only has the nge of this great ono 
time metropolis of the Southwest been 
fixed, but tho tree-ring calendar has 
also dated somo 40 other ruins whose 
time of occupancy hitherto had been 
unknown. Important among these Is 
tho Mesa Verde group of Colorado, ln : 
which Cliff Palaco Is dated 1078 ; Oak 
Tree House, 1112; Spring House, 1115; 
Bulconv House, 1100-X200; Square 
Tower House, 1204, nnd Spruce Trei 
Uoubq 1210 and 1202.

The rescue squnds of the mining 
districts nre often compelled to enter 
mines where the nlr Is likely to be 
charged with gas that would make It 
Impossible for human life, but the 
presence of this gas is not apparent 
[to the nose. In order to protect 
| themselves It bus been the custom 
for these men to carry a canary bird 
along with surgical supplies, foods, 
tools and oxygen apparatus, because 
the bird Is quickly affected by even 
n smnll amount of gas and Invari- 
ably warned the rescue workers of 
tho fatal and invisible fumes. 

In the future, however, Japnnese 
waltzing mice will rcplncc the little 
yellow songsters, because experi- 
ments hnve shown that the curiously 
behaving rodents from tho Orient 
are much more sensitive to deadly 
pas than canaries are. In addition 
to this the mice nre hardier and nre 
not often fatally stricken by their 
experience, whereas the birds are 
usually sacrificed.
